by an assassin's bullet, according to a dispatch to the Italian 
Courier today. The assassin fired three shots at the Kaiser's 
'tar. Two of the shots struck the tonneau and the third went' 
wild. The man was arrested. 


The dispatch said the police were silent on the matter.

Kaiser. When he is at the front he stays in a bomb proof house 
with nothing to indicate to aeroplanes his whereabouts.
